LOGAL OPTION
NEXT SESSION

Legislative Candidates to Be
Pledged For or Against
It, Says Baker.

BIG MASS MEETING
TO BE HELD TODAY

CONFERENCE OF WESTERN TEM-
PERANCE WORKERS TO BE
HELD THIS WEEK.

The next legislature will be asked to
pass a county local option bill, accord-
ing to Dr. P. A. Baker, superintendent
of the Anti-Saloon League of Ameri-
ca, who arrived in Salt Lake yesterday
to look over the local situation. He is
stopping at the Wilson.

Dr. Baker will hold three meetings
today, one in the morning at the First
Presbyterian church, the second in the
afternoon at the Tabernacle, and the
third i the evening at the Ogden Tab-
ernacle. On Monday, Tuesday and
Wednesday he will meet with a group
of workers f(rom Wyoming, Navada,
Idaho and Utah at the Y. M. C. A. and
conduct a school of methods. On Tues-
day evening he will deliver an address
at the Provo tabernacle, and Wednes-
day evening he will go to Logan.

In speaking of the objects which the
league hopes to accomplish in Utah,
Dr. Baker said that it was thought

wise to begin here with a request for
local option by counties. During the
next campaign the candidates of all
parties will be asked to state how they
stand on the question, and only those
who favor the measure will be support-
ed by the league and its friends.

Start With Local Option.

“In these western states, and, in fact,
in most of the states. it is not wise to
begin by demanding absolute prohibi-
tion at once,” he said. *“We must feel
the pulse of public sentiment first and
then make our demand consistent with
it. In some of the southern states the
people demanded absolute prohibition
at once, and they got it with the aid of
the league. This, however, was due
to peculiar local conditions which ex-
ist nowhere else. After we get local
option we will go a little stronger and
ask for more concessions, and thus wve
will build up our system until at last
we have complete prohibition. We will
educate the people up to it.”

Dr. Baker declared that the league
was not an appendage of any political
party and always advised people to
vote for men who stand for its prin-
ciples. If, for instance, both the Dem-
ocratic and Republican candidates for
the state senrate should happen to give
the league a pledge of support, the
league will not interfere and will not
ask its supporters to vote for either one
or the other.

Expects Law to Pass.

In Utah the league has been but re-
cently organized, but Dr. Baker thinks
this is a splendid field in which to
work. He says that he has no doubt
but that the legislature will pass a
local option law, and that as a result
several of the counties of the state
will go dry.

Rev. L. S. Fuller will have charge of
the temperance work in Utah and ad-
joining states.

Speaking of the success of the league,
Dr. Baker declared that Auring the
past year It has put thirty saloons a
day out of business in the United
States. This, he thinks, is a very com-
mendable record, but he hopes that it

GLADYS S. COOK THREATENS TO-
CARVE OUT HER HUSBAND’S LIVER

Not desiring to be a target for kitchen
utensils and odd bits of household fur-
niture, Joseph Cook yesterday brought

suit for divorce against Gladys S. Cook.

To be technical, Joseph really brought
suit on November 15. 1907, but apparently
he has been living with his wife since and,
becoming discouraged a second time, filed
an amended complaint, in which he re-
cites his troubles since the first was filed
and also throws in a few more for luck.

The Cooks were married at Ogden, Oc-
tober §, 1906, and ever since that occur-
rence, Cook says inat his life has been
almost unbearable because of the vicious
temper of his wife. Her principal delight
seemed to be hurling lamp chimneys, bot-
tles, books, plates, cups and a great va-
riety of other things at his unsuspect-
ing head. Some took effect and some
missed, but those that missed harrowed
up his feelings just as those that hit
decorated his countenance. The mental
distress he suffered must have broken
all records, for after every charge against
the wife, Cook savs that the Incident
Lfausr-d him anguish of the worst kind.

The Cooks have lived in a number of
places, according to the complaint, but
have always been ejected use the
wife kicked up such a row on every pos-
sible occasion. At one time they lived
at No. 2 Thornton avenue, 364 South West
Temple and the Taylor house on East
Second South.

From all these places they have been
compelled to move, because of the at-
titude towards things in general assumed
by Mrs. Cook.

Among other pleasantries which the
wife is said to have Indulged in was
threatening now and then to cut out her
husband’s liver and accompanying her
ihr;iat by wielding a large, sharp butcher

nife,

Again she would kick, bruise and beat
him, it is charged, and when in the mood
would kick him out of their home.

The climax came on July 6, 7 and 8. On
the first two dates the husband says that
she remained out all night and on the
last date disappeared and he has not seen
her since.

He asks for the custody of a 4-months-
old babe.

ASK VETERARS 10 " WAI

Committee Reports Concerning Pen-
sions for Pioneer Indian Fight-
ers of the West.

In a report prepared by a committee
composed of J. M. Westwood, R. N. Ben-
nett, Virgil Kelly and M. L. Pratt, the
indian War Veterans are advised to wait
until the Smoot bill is acted upon by the
national house of representatives before
taking any further steps in regard to
securing pensions. The report is as fol-
lows:

Comrades—Your committee, appointed
April 2. 1908, and to whom was referred
the matter of a pension and compensa-
tion for services, beg leave to report as
follows:

The committee met in the office of
Senator George Sutherland. who, with
Senator Smoot and Congressman How-
ell, gave us a hearing on the question
above mentioned, and decided that the
best method of procedure was to await
the result of the Smoot bill in the
house of representatives and in case of
failure of said bill. your committee. on
recommendation of our congressional
delegation, propose to ask congress to send
a commissioner to Utah to investigate
the claims of the veterans for compensa-
tion for services and for a pension.

Your committee feel greatly encour-
aged by the result of their labors, hav-
ing found the original muster rolls of
the veterans of the Black Hawk war, ex-
tending from Cache to Washington coun-
ties.

Your committee urgently ask that any
one knowing of documents or papers
bearing on the question of the Indian
wars of Utah, now in the hands of any
one in the state or surrounding country.
will please advise us of the matter, and
forward the same to Adjutant General M.
1.. Pratt, 262 East Second South street,
Provo.

Your committee feel that, in the not
far distant future, the government of
Washington, upon the showing resulting
from Iinvestigation by a cnmmlsslor_mr.
will grant us remuneration for services
rendered more than forty years ago.

INGREASE SHOWN
BY DIRECTORY

Polk People Give Salt Lake
7,000 More of Population
Than Last Year.

CAUSES OF CITY’S GROWTH

——

FISHER HARRIS TELLS WHY AND
HOW IT HAPPENED.

Salt Lake has grown seven thousand
strong during the last vear, according o
the Polk directory for 1908, which will

be off the press and ready for distri-
bution next Tuesday morning. l.ast year
the Pnrk people figured that Salt Lake
had 105,122; this year they figure that
Salt Lake has 112,246,

A remarkable thing about the Polk fig-
ures this year is that the multiple 2 is
used in making calculations, instead of
2%, 23, and 2% as in previous years. The
multiple 2 is the smallest used by the
Polk people in estimating population in
any city in the world. For that reason
it may be taken for granted that there
is no *“hot air” about Salt Lake's 112,000
people,
